Hundreds of businesses were 
thrown into chaos and thousands 
of elderly people cut off after tele¬ 
phone landlines went down for 
more than 36 hours in Stoneleigh. 

The Epsom Guardian was bom¬ 
barded with calls on Tuesday as 
angry residents and business own¬ 
ers vented their frustration. 

Many businesses suffered finan¬ 
cially, including hairdressers 
Eden and Stoneleigh post office, 
both in Stoneleigh Broadway, as 
they were unable to use credit 
card facilities, which require a 
working telephone line. 

BT confirmed the problem with 
the Ewell Exchange, which han¬ 
dles calls for 12,000 residents and 
500 businesses, was caused by van¬ 
dals damaging approximately 
150m of vital underground cables. 

The post office was forced to shut

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Dad died with wrap 
of drug in his mouth 


A “kind and caring” father- 
of-four who was found dead 
in bushes with a plastic bag 
in his mouth accidentally 
overdosed on cocaine, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

Daniel Hughes, 34, from 
Norbury, was discovered in 
the undergrowth beside 
Epsom Road, in Ewell, on 
June 1 last year. 

Woking Coroner’s Court on 
Monday heard that the elec¬ 
trician had been hospitalised 
following a cocaine overdose 
at the end of March last year 
and that he had subsequent¬ 
ly decided to stay clean of 
drugs. 

Sutton-born Mr Hughes 
had started a new job at 
Chelsea and Westminster 
Hospital, in Fulham, at the 
end of May and suddenly 
getting a salary may have 
jeopardised his attempt to 
avoid getting involved with 
drugs. 

The court heard that on the 
evening of June 1, he called

his wife to say he was drink¬ 
ing with a colleague, and 
that although he sounded 
drunk he denied he had 
taken drugs. 

Within hours of the tele¬ 
phone call Elliot Jennison, a 
Stoneleigh resident, discov¬ 
ered Mr Hughes’ body after 
he crossed Epsom Road, at 
the junction of Shaw Close. 

Detective Constable Colin 
Snell confirmed Mr Hughes 
was found with the remains 
of a plastic bag in his mouth, 
which may have contained 
cocaine. 

He said: “Cocaine can be 
kept in a cling-film wrap and 
put in the mouth by users to 
avoid them being stopped 
and searched. 

“There is no reason to be¬ 
lieve any third person was 
involved in Mr Hughes’ 
death.” 

Dr Robert Chapman, a 


pathologist, said he found 
high levels of cocaine in his 
blood and urine, but added 
that there was not any evi¬ 
dence of the drug being 
injected intravenously. 

Coroner Michael Burgess 
said Mr Hughes’ death was 
accidental. 

He said: “He had no inten¬ 
tion of hurting himself, to 
the extent of dying, as a re¬ 
sult of taking this drug. 

“Whether the bag ruptured 
in his mouth or he had taken 
it some way orally is unclear, 
but it is sufficient to base a 
conclusion that the overdose 
was accidental.” 

Speaking after the inquest, 
Mr Hughes’ mother Moira 
Hughes said: “He was a very 
kind and caring son and he 
died needlessly. 

“I feel very angry about the 
person who supplied him the 
drugs. 

“He was a wonderful fa¬ 
ther. Drugs do terrible 
things.”

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Cuckoo given a helping 
wing to join migration

The last cuckoo in Great 
Britain flew out of the coun¬ 
try on a British Airways jet 
this week after recuperating 
at the Wildlife Aid Founda¬ 
tion’s (Waf) hospital in 
Leatherhead. 

Female cuckoo Idemili was 
found close to death in a Tol- 
worth garden after she was at¬ 
tacked by other birds and 
suffered a wounded wing and 
an injured head. She was also 
infested with parasites. 

The rare bird was given 
emergency treatment at the 
veterinary hospital and has 
spent the last month recover¬ 
ing, but has fallen behind 
other cuckoos flying south for 
winter. 

But, thanks to the Waf and 
British Airways, she joined 
the migration to the Congo, in 
Africa, on Tuesday after the 
airline agreed to transport 
her on one of their passenger 
planes. 

Waf’s Lucy Kells, who ac¬ 
companied Idemili on her trip 
to Turin, Italy, said she misses 
the two-year-old bird, but was 


glad she will now be heading 
home. 

She said: “They are such 


special birds and it has been 
an honour and privilege to 
have looked after her. 


“She was in a very bad way 
when she came to us. The wet 
weather has meant it has been 
a very tough year for cuckoos. 

“They feed on caterpillars 
and, as anyone who has no¬ 
ticed a lack of butterflies this 
summer will be able to tell 
you, it has not been a good 
year. 

“She was very weak and that 
is most likely why she came 
under attack because when 
birds spot a weakness they 
exploit it. 

“I have become incredibly 
attached to her. It is the first 
time I have ever seen one in 
real life, but I am glad the 
work we have done has al¬ 
lowed her to get home.” 

Cuckoos arrive in the UK in 
spring to breed and lay eggs, 
then travel back to Africa 
with their chicks in July. 

The breed is a red listed 
species, meaning it is highly 
endangered, with an estimat¬ 
ed 65 per cent decline in 
numbers since 1980, accord¬ 
ing to the British Trust for 
Ornithology.

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‘Nothing is impossible’ 
with Down’s syndrome

The mother of a Down’s syndrome 
sufferer hopes her late son’s mem¬ 
ory will help change people’s per¬ 
ceptions of the condition. 

Joseph Colombo, from Ashtead, 
died on July 24 on his way home 
from a class at the Baked Beans 
Dance Club in Vauxhall. 

The 28-year-old, who had a con¬ 
genital heart condition, collapsed 
at Clapham Junction station and 
later died from the condition at St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting. 

His mother, Pamela Galliers, of 
Ewell, hopes her son, who was not 
expected to live beyond his first 
birthday, will be remembered for 
his achievements and love of life. 

She said: “Even though Joseph 
had Down’s syndrome, he 
achieved so much as he was loved 
by so many people - he changed 
lives. 

“Nothing is impossible. We can 
give people with Down’s syndrome

the greatest fulfilment we are able 
to and support them. 

“Joseph loved drawing, cooking 
and his big love was dance and 
drama. He loved living in his flat 
and having his independence. 

“He was a very contented young 
man who had a complete love 
of life and made the most of 


each experience.” 

Mr Colombo had been fostered 
by Mrs Galliers, and her late hus¬ 
band John, since he was three 
months old. 

He attended West Hill School, in 
Leatherhead, and enjoyed horse 
riding with the Epsom Riding for 
the Disabled Association and 
doing arts and crafts at the Con¬ 
querors Club in Ashtead. 

Mr Colombo had moved into his 
flat, with two friends, in 2010 with 
the help of the Ashtead Learning 
Difficulties Action Group 
(ALDAG) - a charity providing in¬ 
dividuals with a shared, indepen¬ 
dent home within the community. 

Mrs Galliers said: “Joseph had a 
place in the hearts of those that 
met him once forever.” 

The 73-year-old was awarded an 
MBE in 2008 for her services to fos¬ 
tering in Merton. Between 1966 
and 2008, she fostered 147 children 
from the area. 

Mr Colombo leaves behind sis¬ 
ters Toni, Bethan, and Ruth. 


New housing could disturb badgers 



Wildlife worry: The badgers’ habitat could be at risk 


A new housing development 
could collapse several badger 
setts and force them into a 
much smaller area, according 
to campaigners. 

An application to build 10 de¬ 
tached and semi-detached hous¬ 
es on former railway land in 
Mill Lane, Epsom, has been 
submitted to Epsom and Ewell 
Council, following sale of the 
land in 2009. 

Animal lovers fear the bad¬ 
gers could be forced into an 
area that cannot sustain them, 
when work on building the de¬ 
velopment begins. 

But developers Loganberry 
have donated part of the site to 
be left as a wildlife area, with a 
£100,000 endorsement to be ad¬ 
ministered by a wildlife trust. 

Councillor Julie Morris, who 
lives opposite the site, said in 
an interview with the BBC: 
“The wildlife is going to be 


squashed into an area that will 
not sustain them. 

“The offer by the developer to 
bequeath the freehold of the re¬ 
maining land and endow the 
trust is generous and hopefully 
something can be negotiated.” 

Angry campaigners of the 
Millbridge Wildlife Trust 


joined forces to protect the 
wildlife and attempted to buy 
the land from Network Rail 
when it went for sale in 2009, 
but were outbid. 

Since its launch the group has 
sent out 400 newsletters to resi¬ 
dents, written to councillors 
and Surrey Wildlife Trust.

Inquest rules engineer

Two communities are anx¬ 
iously waiting to find out 
which mystery buyers have 
bought their pubs. 

The Worcester Park Tavern, 
put on the market in May by 
owners Spirit Pub Company, 
closed its doors for the last 
time on Tuesday, August 14. 

The Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) and hundreds of resi¬ 
dents have been campaigning 
to save the pub on a prime site 
near Worcester Park station, 
which they fear could be 
knocked down to build flats. 

Former customer and bar¬ 
maid June Fraser, 50, got 500 
people to sign a petition to 
save it from development. 

She said: “It has been sold, 
but it is very hush-hush as to 
who has bought it. My worry 
is a developer bought it and 
will turn it into flats. 

“We need community pubs 
with a local focus.” 

But a spokesman for the 
Spirit Pub Company said be¬ 
cause the sale is not complet¬ 
ed the buyer’s identity could 
not be revealed. 

Just a few miles away in 


Ewell, residents are also wait¬ 
ing to discover what the fu¬ 
ture holds for the now-closed 
Organ and Dragon pub site. 

The pub closed on July 17, 
sparking anger from resi¬ 
dents who said its Thai 
restaurant made it a popular 
and successful business. 

Punch Taverns, the owners 
of the pub that has served the 
Ewell community since the 
18th century, confirmed last 


week the freehold was sold on 
July 20 - news that will add 
fuel to rumours it will be 
turned into a nightclub, new 
housing, a Tesco store or be 
torn down completely. 

One resident said: “We are 
going to end up with a society 
where housing is surrounded 
by more housing apart 
from the occasional faceless 
corporate supermarket.” 

David Parmee, from the 


Kingston and Leatherhead 
branch of the Camra said the 
organisation would support a 
local crusade to save cher¬ 
ished watering holes. 

He said: “This is a problem 
affecting all pubs as the in¬ 
dustry is under a lot of com¬ 
mercial pressures.”

Although this decision was 
reversed following our repre¬ 
sentations we now find that, at 
times, not enough green waste 
disposal windows are open. 

These regular access delays 
are not acceptable and are dis¬ 
couraging recycling. 

We have called the county 
council to review what is going 
on. Making it a time-consum¬ 
ing challenge does no one - nor 
the environment - any good.

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Hedgehog population hit 
by deadly parasitic worm 



Deadly: A parasite is claiming the lives of hedgehogs

A deadly parasite is claiming 
the lives of baby hedgehogs 
in Leatherhead. 

According to the Wildlife 
Aid Foundation (Waf), based 
in Randalls Road, there is a 
new danger from the para¬ 
site, known as the thorny- 
headed worm, after two 
hedgehogs died suddenly at 
its centre this week with no 
apparent symptoms. 

A postmortem examination 
identified the presence of the 
worm in both animals - in the 
same week that wildlife hos¬ 
pitals in other parts of the 
country have also reported a 
high mortality rate in baby 
hedgehogs. 

Waf veterinary nurse Lucy 
Kells said: “The thorny head¬ 
ed worm is more dangerous 
than an ordinary parasitic 
worm because it has a barbed 
head, which means that it can 
anchor itself to the intestinal 
wall and pierce through it, 
causing pain, infection and 
severe illness to the animal. 

“It is an extremely nasty 
parasite and if it continues to 
spread it could have a devas¬ 
tating effect on wildlife. 


“Signs to look for are any 
hedgehogs acting out of the 
ordinary, young hedgehogs 
squealing in pain, or simply if 


you spot young hedgehogs 
out in the daytime.” 

Hedgehogs pick up the 
parasite simply by eating 


infected insects and Waf is in 
talks with scientists and vet¬ 
erinary experts about the po¬ 
tential threat posed to the 
pricky animals and other 
wildlife, and how to combat 
it. 

In July, Waf launched a 
campaign with politician 
Ann Widdecombe to intro¬ 
duce laws to help save the 
iconic British animal from 
extinction. 

Waf’s founder Simon Cow¬ 
ell said this new threat could 
be “devastating” for a species 
already in decline. 

He said: “The hedgehog 
population is already declin¬ 
ing rapidly because of habitat 
loss and the impact of roads, 
but this parasite could have 
an even more devastating ef¬ 
fect if it spreads as quickly as 
it seems to be. 

“It has appeared from 
nowhere and become a 
hedgehog killer almost 
overnight. 

“There is no way to protect 
wildlife in the wild so further 
studies need to be carried out 
to find out exactly which 
species are at risk and to 
hopefully find ways we 
can fight back against this 
parasite.”

Is your sex letting you down? 


Why some landlords believe men are handy in the home 


Who makes a better tenant, a 
man or a woman? 

Online lettings agent Upad 
asked 885 landlords in the UK 
if they found men or women 
made better tenants in terms 
of maintaining a property 
and found landlords were 
equally split with some say¬ 
ing women were better at 
maintaining outside space 
and some saying men were 
more self-sufficient when it 
came to sorting out minor 
problems. 

One respondent said: “Men 
make better tenants. They 
can (usually) change light 
bulbs, they know how the 
central heating works, and 
they’re more likely to carry 
out minor repairs than 
women. 

“Men are more easy going, 
they take care of the small

things - generally they just 
want a roof over their heads.” 

Speaking in favour of fe¬ 
male tenants another land¬ 
lord said: 

“On average, females are ti¬ 
dier which means less main¬ 
tenance. Females also seem to 
like their outside space being 
picturesque and generally do 
more in the garden - cutting 
the lawn and keeping it tidy. 

“Females are also more in 
control of finances than 
males, I find I get on time 
payments from female ten¬ 
ants and they are also more 
likely to stay put.” 

James Davis, CEO of Upad 
said: “Based on our findings 
it seems that the majority of 
landlords have a gender pref¬ 
erence with the typical type¬ 
casts of men being good at 
general maintenance and 
women being clean and tidy 
still very much in associa¬ 
tion. 

“However,

teresting was the fact that 
while men and women can be 
penalised for various differ¬ 
ent reasons, it seems single- 
tons are in the firing line as 
well. 

“When we asked landlords 
“who makes the best ten¬ 
ants?” a number explained 
that they were more in favour 
of couples as both parties ful¬ 
fil certain jobs in the home.” 

In relation to this, one re¬ 
spondent in Upad’s results 
noted: 

“Both genders have their 
pros and cons but ideally I 
prefer couples as tenants. You 
often find one is good at keep¬ 
ing things clean and tidy and 
the other is good at sorting 
out the little things. 

“Also, couples tend to be the 
best long-term tenants partic¬ 
ularly if they have a child. I 
just tend to avoid sharers in 
favour of couples.” 

Meanwhile Leaders letting 
agents which has branches 
across south London say the 
number one thing which con¬ 
cerns landlords is that their 
tenants, of either sex, pay on 
time.

“A professional letting 
agent will be aware of the law 
and ensure that their clients 
do not discriminate in any 
way. 

At Leaders, if we believed a 
client was attempting to be 
discriminatory, we would in¬ 
form them of the law and, if 
they continued to be discrimi¬ 
natory, we would no longer be 
prepared to act as their agent 
in letting their property. 


“In more than 20 years in 
the industry, I personally 
have never seen a gender 
preference amongst land¬ 
lords. 

Landlords generally just 
want someone who will pay 
the rent on time and look 
after the property - in my 
experience they do not tend 
to mind whether that 
person is male or 
female.” 


According to the National 
Landlords Association’s lat¬ 
est Landlord Panel*, land¬ 
lords are proactively working 
to improve the energy effi¬ 
ciency of their properties. 

Fifty one per cent of land¬ 
lords registered with the as¬ 
sociation have made energy 
saving improvements to two 
of their rental properties and 
a further 12 per cent of land¬ 
lords have made improve¬ 
ments to five or more of their 
properties. 

Energy grants, including 
Warm Front**, the Carbon 
Emissions Reduction Target 
(CERT)*** and Community 
Energy Saving Programme 


(CESP)**** are available 
until December 31, 2012. In 
light of this time restraint, 
the National Landlords Asso¬ 
ciation urges landlords to 
utilise this green funding 
while they can. 

The current energy saving 
schemes will be replaced 
with new government initia¬ 
tives; the Green Deal and 
ECO, which are due to launch 
in October 2012. 

David Salusbury, chairman 
of the National Landlords 
Association, said: “The pri¬ 
vate-rented sector has a key 
role to play in ensuring 
Britain meets its energy tar¬ 
gets and so it is important 


that we make use of the fund¬ 
ing available. 

“Furthermore, it is impera¬ 
tive that landlords future- 
proof their properties and 
their investments. 

“If landlords don’t act now, 
they may find their property 
cannot be legally let come 
2018 under the new legisla¬ 
tion. 

“With money left in the pot 
for the existing schemes, it’s 
important that landlords and 
tenants alike take advantage 
of the funding whilst it’s still 
available. 

“It’s free for landlords and 
saves tenants money on their 
energy bills.”

13 plate spells bad luck for superstitious 


Superstitious motorists will 
have to live with the dreaded 
number 13’ on their number 
plate if they want a new car 
next March - or pay for a 
personal registration to 
replace it according to CAP, 
the used car pricing experts. 

Despite rumours that 
drivers could choose to retain 
the ‘62’ plate after March 1, 
the DVLA has confirmed to 
CAP that every new vehicle 
will automatically carry a 13' 
plate. The only escape is to 
choose a private plate at a cost 
of at least £250, says CAP’S 
Martin Ward. 

The issue also raises 
questions about reluctance 
among superstitious people to 
purchase used cars in future 
which carry the 13' plate. 

Mr Ward said: “Believe it or 
not, the trade has been rife 
with talk about this issue 
recently, but it seems the

rumours that superstitious 
drivers will be allowed to opt 
out of ‘unlucky 13’ on their 
car was based more on hope 
than fact - as our contacts at 
the DVLA have confirmed. 

“While it is easy to poke fun 
at common superstitions, it is 
a fact that many people really 
are nervous about many of 
them, and will go out of their 
way to avoid walking under 
ladders or insist on throwing 
salt over their shoulder if 
they spill some. 

“Even if the driver isn't 
bothered what numbers are 
on their car, some 
superstitious family members 
might object.” 

CAP has received numerous 
enquiries about the potential 
impact of Triskaidekaphobia 
- fear of the number 13 - on 



demand for 13 plate cars and 
the impact on their car’s 
depreciation. However, 
without hard data on the 
number of truly superstitious 
people and insight into how 
seriously they really take the 
issue, it remains a matter of 
conjecture. 

Martin Ward added: “It's not 
often we say this at CAP, but 
we have no idea whether the 
used values of 13-plate cars 
will be affected or not, 
although it does seem 
unlikely.

Seventeen days after Danny Boyle’s 
breathtaking opening ceremony, 
London reluctantly said goodbye to 
the world as the curtain finally came 
down on the greatest show on earth.

The Who, Annie Lennox, Jessie J, 
Elbow, Muse, Liam Gallagher and 
Take That all took to the stage before 
the reunited Spice Girls sang Spice 
Up Your Life while each stood on a 
black cab that circled the track at im¬ 
pressive speed. 



Supermodels Kate Moss and Naomi 
Campbell even strutted their stuff 
through Damien Hirst's human 
Union Jack stage centrepiece as Lon¬ 
don celebrated its global impact. 

After Kenneth Branagh’s star turn 
as Brunei in the opening ceremony, 


Timothy Spall emerged from a model 
of Big Ben as Winston Churchill to 
perform Caliban’s speech from The 
Tempest. 

However, the show was stolen in hi¬ 
larious fashion by ex-Monty Python 
star Eric Idle whose eccentric ver¬ 
sion of Always Look on the Bright 
Side of Life brought the house down. 

As the end approached, a cloud of 
sadness hung over the stadium be¬ 
cause the finest games in living mem¬ 
ory was finally packing its bags and 
heading to Rio de Janiero. 

Nobody could have anticipated the 
incredible haul of 65 medals, includ¬ 
ing a record-breaking 29 golds. 


But even more surprising, even 
more heart-warming, was the way 
Londoners, so often cited as miser¬ 
able, even antisocial, embraced the 
Olympic spirit of friendliness and 
fair play, which was heralded in 
equal measure by athletes, spectators 
and officials. 

As the final flurry of fireworks 
erupted above the stadium and 
Mayor Boris Johnson handed over 
the Olympic flag, every single Lon¬ 
doner will have echoed Lord Coe’s 
final sentiment. 

The former Olympic champion 
said: “When our time came, Britain, 
we did it right.”
